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Coltishall, one of the prettiest villages in Norfolk, is 
on the River Bure, and is easily accessible by rail from 
Wroxham. It is a very old town which received a Charter 
from Henry III., in 1231. The scenery in the district is very 
attractive, and the picturesque cottages, with their flower- 
bedecked gardens, have .formed the theme of many a 
canvas. 
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
